A IIKW ntOtAM POLICY. 


Tb* Secretary of the Interior, in 


prewnting the annoal report of the 
transactions of that department, ilia-, 
cusses the Indian question at some 
length, and BOIUB of his suggestions 
with reference to this perplexing 
topic are worthy of e-ipeeial consid- 
eration. • Ho Htales that no matter 
•what policy may be pnrsned Inward 
the Indian tribes the one feature of 
educating them and making them 
wll-aapporting should steadily be 
adhered to, or else their gradual ex- 
tinction as n race will be inevitable. 
He, in other words, thinks tbey 
ahonld pe treateJthe srtme, so far as 
is practicable, as the white -people of 
the United States, witb tin- excep- 
tion that they should be concent rated 
upon » few reservations, with lands 
in severally, ai.d have extended over 
them the laws and jurisdiction of the 
courts of the United States and the 
diuolation of all tribal organizatian. 
This would li ad to the abolition of 
expensive agnncifs, thelndiansconld 
be more en^ily watched over and con- 
Veiled, p-vil white men be kept from 
•uroiuitg iodnence over them, illi- 
cit trade ia arms, ammunition and 
whisky ]>r?venled, goods snpplicj 
them at a frre.it saving, the military 
service reli-ived, tbe Indians better 
tanght and friendly rivalry estab- 
lished among them, the more civil- 
ized hastening the progress of those 
b*low them, and most of the lauds 
now occupied as reserves, hereby re- 
verting to the Government. woulJ 
be open to entry and pale. 


The Secretary thinks the sooner 
all tribal relations of the red man 
are abolished and they (might to toil 
for their daily bread, and to realize 
the sens* of proprietorship in the re- 
sults of labor, the sooner will they le 
able to appreciate tlie idea of per- 
sonal benefit derived from individual 
possessions, and ri^o in the sc.ile of 
civilization. In otlier words, the In- 


* dian ohonld be made as speedily as 


possible to see the practical advan- 
tage to himself of hi<i work, and to 
feel that be reaps tbo full benefit of 
it. He should be tang lit tbe advan- 
tage of possessing a home indepen- 
dent of bis tribe—find in that pos- 
session feel tbe security of proprie 
tcrship. 
To induce them to own and culti- 


vate each for himself a farm should 
be the first step Ukea; but, in order 
to its accomplishment, ho mnst be 
•arronnded with the protection and 
guarantee of law. 
All this the Sec- 


retary believes mast be a work of 
time, and may meet with opposition, 
but the enactment of suitable laws 
for the government under (he sys- 
tem he recommends shonld not, in 
his judgement, be delayed. 
And to 


the end of carrying ont his recom- 
mendations, the Secretary wvs that 
the sooner the gystrm of treating the 
Indian tribes as possessing a tort of 
independent power and nationality 
is done away with tbe sooner will the 
Government reach some genuine so- 
lution of the embarrassments which 
now snrronnd their management; 
Mid ne thinks there is no good rea- 
•on why they shonld not be made 
•object in *11 respects to the laws of 
tbe conn try, and treated tbe same as 
lay other like portion of our popula- 
tion.
